Unemployment and Uncertainty 


JOBLESS INCREASE REPORTED 
BY PRESS — PAGE 34 OR 44! 


News of unemployment and uncertainty does appear 
in the daily press. But on what page? Well, in a recent 
Oakland Tribune there was news of rising unemployment 
in the Berkeley-Albany area on page 34; and on page 44 
of that same issue there was news of uncertainty, about 
business failures for this year possibly rising 15 percent 
above last year! 


* * * 


The Berkeley-Albany area news was from Marjorie Walker, 
manager of the State Employment office in Berkeley. She re- 
ported a general decrease in employment opportunities; for the 
first time in years there’s no demand for skilled stenographers, 
secretaries, bookkeepers; very little hiring being done in any 
line; “manufacturing operations seem to offer little hope of 
immediate expansion”; increasing number of out-of-State appli- 
cants with little chance for employment. 


* * * 

Then the story on page 44 referred to above was by 
Lou Schneider the financial writer, who declares “there's 
more to the increasing number of business failures than 
appears on the surface... The 1953 total may run more 
than 15 percent of last year... But that’s not the whole 
story. A great many firms in financial difficulties are 
allowed to continue in business. Creditors agree to settle 
the debt for less, at times as much as 50 cents on the dollar. 
These affairs are handled quietly and aren't included in 
the reported business failures. and neither are the vast 
number of businesses that liquidate without going into 
bankruptcy. They auction their inventories and just close 
the doors. There's been a marked increase of that among 
auto dealers and home appli: ince stores.’

Of 3,620 boys and girls 6 to 12 
years old it was found that one 
out of five saved money regularly.

JOBLESS MEN MUST 
WASTE TIME, MONEY 


Editor, Labor Journal: 

I wish to draw your attention 
to some of the things happening 
to the unemployed, although per- 
haps you already know of them. 

A friend of mine was called back 
to work and two days later he 
received a vacation check of about 
$50. The check had been made out 
just a few days previous but he 
did not know that it had been 
made out. 

Later he was laid off again and 
fn opening his claim (for unem- 
ployment insurance benefits) he 
declared on the card that he had 
received the check. They told him 
that he was in bad for not declar- 
ing it before he went back to 
work and that he had to return 
$35 at once. Well they got it back 
but not all at once. 

What I do not understand is 
this: the $50 would only give him 
a vacation of 3 or 4 days, and that 
amount of time, based on the $25 
a week which the State allows 
for 7 days of unemployment should 
be about half of the $25. 

In the new setup a person un- 
employed has to write on the card 
four names of places where he or 
she has applied for work. Now in 
our trade (sheet metal work) we 
fought for years to get an agree- 
ment with the employer by which 
he would call the union office if 
he needed help. That was working 
out very well, because the union 
gad send a man suitable for that 
job. 

But now they are destroying 
that, and they expect a man to 
spend two or three dollars a week 
calling at the shops. Yet we know 
when we walk into a shop that! 
they have some of their steady 
men off, and of course they will 
hire them back first. It’s just time 
and money thrown away and it is 
also embarrassing.

‘McKAY WHILE THE SUN SHINES’ 


Creeping corporationism has crept into the Central Valley 
Project. 

Interior Secretary Douglas McKay has rolled out the 
velvet carpet to make the creeping process pleasant and easy 
for the PG&E. 

Up in the Pacific Northwest, where the man is unwell and 
unfavorably known, some folks are mean enough to say that 
the big private utility corporations’ slogan is: “McKay while 
the sun shines!” 

But McKay didn’t let much light of publicity shine on 
what he did for the PG&E just the other day. He quietly 
withdrew the action which the Truman Administration had 
filed in Federal Court to prevent the PG&E from doing pre- 
cisely what McKay now will permit it to do. 

With McKay’s backing the PG&E now can construct a 
private power project that will prevent public power develop- 
ment of the Kings River north fork as part of the integrated 
Central Valley Project. 

The State Federation of Labor Newsletter’s verdict is: 

“McKay has broken the back of full Central Valley devel- 
opment and put an end to the San Joaquin Valley’s hopes for 
cheaper power.” 

Naturally McKay backs creeping corporationism in Cali- 
fornia. For he was made Secretary of the Interior by Eisen- 
hower, who calls the Tennessee Valley Authority “creeping| 
Socialism.” 


Artie Samish's Testimony 


Artie Samish testified that money collected from a large 
segment of the beverage industry was poured into the cam- 
paign coffers of rival candidates. Heads, he won; tails, the 
integrity of the Legislature lost. 

Protests against this and some of the other recently re- 
vealed practices of some segments of the industry are increas- 
ing.

Blowing back at a rising wind, no matter how much the) 
blower’s cheeks are puffed, doesn’t help much. Every industry | 
develops practices from time to time which are changed or| 
eliminated under the pressure of public opinion. This particu-| 
lar industry is certainly no exception to that rule.

Kuchel voted to prevent an anlysis of the consumer food dollar| 
by the Federal Trade Commission which would have revealed | 
the causes of the vast spread between the price paid to farmers 
and that paid by the ultimate consumer. 


‘REAL BREAD AND BUTTER issue is what we have in| 
this column called the question of whether or not reaction- 
aries are to succeed in wrecking the social security program. 
Here's how real it is: if you average $70 a week and have a 
wife and two children, if you should die your wife and chil- 
dren would get $168.90 per month, not as charity, but as| 
honorably paid-for insurance. Ask any insurance agent what| 
a similar policy would cost you!
